WASHISGTON, Aug. 
15 —The silver 
democrats continued their conference 
at the Metropolitan hotel at 9 o'clock 
today. The committee on resolutions 
and program beine unable to report 
when the meeting was first called to 
order, it was suggested that the confer- 
ence should listen to speeches by those 
present. 


C. F. Cochrane, editor of the St. 
Joseph, Mo., Gazette, addressed the 
conference. He said it seemed anamo- 
lous that a meeting such as the present 
should be called, for he knew of no 
doctrine of the party which was not in 
consonance with the purposes of this 
conference. 
He said that congress 
was 
the 
place to 
look for the 
declaration 
of 
the 
party's 
belief 
and he declared that gold mono- 
metallism would be more disastrous 
than war, pestilence and famine. 
It 
was important to settle first what was 
republicanism and what democracy; 
whether such men as ex Senator Thur- 
man and Senator Harris, or Senator 
Sherman were to be leaders of demo- 
cratic thought 
He declared that the 
silver agitation would not die out, but 
would continue until the end for which 
it had been originated should be at- 
tained. Mr. Cochrane also declared 
against the perpetuation of national 
banks, whose tyranny, he said, was the 
greatest that any people would bear. 
The national banks were opposed to 
democracy. He was for a declaration 
for silver without regard to the prospect 
of success or failure at the polls. 


Bepresentative Neill, of Arkansas, 
annminced his entire sympathy with 
the objects of the present conference. 
He wanted to see the free coinage of 
silver provided for at the next session, 
"regardless of the position of the dis- 
tinguished citizen at the other end of 
the avenue," which sentiment 
was 
loudly applauded. 


He declared the democratic party 
had no show in the next campaign if 
there were not a declaration for silver. 
Ex-Senator Fithian, of Illinois, denied 
that the free silver sentiment was dying 
out in that state. He said that ail the 
democratic farmers, and 90 per cent, of 
the democrats of this state were silver 
men. He declared that Illinois would 
send a delegation to the next national 
convention favorable for free coinage at 
16 to 1, independent of other nations. 
He declared that he had been defeated 
in the last election, not because of his 
position on silver, but becauee he had 
to bear the odium of an administration 
which was not democratic. (Applause.) 


Bepresentative Livington, of Georgia, 
said that the time had come for an- 
other declaration of 
independence. 


It is the purpose of the country from 
which I come," he said, "to prosecute 
and fight with their ' coats off and 
their sleeves rolled up and not to rest 
until the end. 
It was England's pur- 
pose," he asserted, "to control the 
United States, and finding herself un- 
able to do so by arms, she had under- 
taken to do it by controlling 
our 
finances. 
Georgia was determined that 
the issuance of bonds should not con- 
tinue." 
He declared the last bond 
contract, by which the Rothschilds had 
been engaged to protect our credit, the 
most disgraceful thing that had ever 
taken place in the history 
of our 
country. The cry for sound money 
was a subterfuge as all our people were 
for sound monay. 
The prospect of an 
international conference is ridiculed. 


Col. Cassey Young, of Memphis, who 
conducted the correspondence 
inci- 
dental to the preparations for the con- 
ference, said he had written 4,000 or 
5,000 letters in connection with the 
movement for the conference. He had 
corresponded with representative dem- 
ocrats from thirty-eight states, among 
them Senators Morgan, Berry, Black- 
burn, 
Walthall, George 
Blanchard, 
Cockrell, Voorhees and Turpie, besides 
a large number of members of the 
house, who have sent regrets at not 
being able to be present, 
Representa- 
tive Bryan sent a letter saying there 
was "no room in this country for two 
republican parties," and Senator Mor- 
gan sent in a telegram saying, "I will 
follow the old guard 
wherever 
it 
leads." 


Colonel Young asserted that four- 
fifths of the demócrata were friendly to 
free coinage, and he believed a properly 
organized movement would be irre- 
sistible. 


Speeches were also made by Senator 
Call, L. A Lippscomb, of Washington; 
J. M. Hiil, of Missouri; Repi-esentr.- 
tives Jones, of Virginia, and Lockhart, 
of iv'orth Carolina, and Mr. Bodine, of 
Missouri. When Mr. Hiil arose and 
some one asked his name, he said: "It 
is Hill, of Missouri—I thank God it is 
not Hill, of >iew York." 


Mr. Hill criticised Mr. Cleveland'^ 


president of the United States had been 
turned over to the Jews of Europe and 
the gamblers oi Wall street, the result 
of which would be that their children 
and their grandchildren would become 
hewers of wood and drawers of water. 
The bond transaction had been enough 
to consign Grover Cleveland and John 
G. Carlisle to everlasting political obliv- 
ion and shame. They would ' go down 
to the ages hand in hand amid the exe- 
crations of mankind as two of the most 
stupendous ,rauds of the century." 
Ho 
asked the reporters present to make 
espesial note of the sentence. 
He de- 
nounced Senators Brice and Gorman as 
disloyal to the democratic party. 


Ex-Representative Turner, of New 
York, was introduced as a new con- 
vert. He said he was a silver man and 
meant to remain so. He declared that 
an intelligent effort in New York 
would do wonders and predicted that 
the nomination of free silver candi- 
dates would not weaken the ticket in 
the east. 


Mr. Lockhart advocated a campaign 
of appeal to reason and depreciated a 
resort to abuse and denunciation. 
He 
controverted the idea that silver coin- 
age was a controlling tenent in the 
populist party. 


It was almost 12 o'clock when the 
committee on resolutions filed into the 
conference room and Senator Daniel 
was recognized to make the report of 
thé committee's proceedings. 
This was 
divided into two sections, one consisted 
of an address to the democrats and the 
other a plan of organization. 
He said 
the address was the same as 
that 
adopted by the democrats of Texas, 
Missouri and Mississippi. The address 
vias read by Governor Stone, of Mis- 
souri, and is as follows : 


The address issued disclaims speak- 
ing with party authority, the assem- 
blage being a voluntary 
one, 
but 
strongly represents the opinion of the 
conference that the party should de- 
clare for free coinage of silver. 
The 
address concludes as follows: Duty 
to tl e people requires that the party of 
the people continue the battle for 
bimetallism 
until 
its 
efforts are 
crowned with success; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the democratic party 
in 
national 
convention 
assembled 
should demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold into primary 
or redemption money at the ratio of 16 
to 1, without waiting for the action or 
approval of any other nation. 


Besolved, Second, That it should de- 
clare its irrevocable opposition to the 
substitution for money of a panic- 
breeding, corporation credit currency, 
based on a single metal, the supply of 
which is so limited that it can be 
cornered at any time by a few banking 
institutions in Europe and America. 


Resolved, Third—That it should de- 
clare its opposition to the policy and 
practice of surrendering to the holders 
of the obligationp of the United States 
the option reserved by the law to the 
government of redeeming such obliga- 
tions in either silver coin or gold coin. 


Resolved, Fourth, 
That it should 
declare its opposition to the issuing of 
interest bearing bonds of the United 
States in the time of peace, and es- 
pecially to placing the treasury of the 
gavernment under control of any syn- 
dicate of bankers and the issuance of 
bonds to be sold by them at 
enor- 
mous profit for the purpose of supply- 
ing the federal treasury with gold to 
maintain the policy of gold monometal- 
lism. 


With a view to securing the ad- 
herence to and readoption of the dem- 
ocratic financial policy above set forth 
by the democratic national convention 
to be assembled in 1896 and of the 
nomination of a candidate for the pres- 
idency well known to be in hearty 
symptkthy therewith, we hereby pledge 
our mutual co operation and urgently 
recommend to our democratic brethern 
in all the states to at once begin and 
vigorously and systematically prose- 
cute the work of a thorough organiza- 
tion, and to this end the adoption of 
the plan of organization herewith sub- 
mitted is recommended. 


The part of the report dealing with 
the plan of organization above referred 
to was read by ex-Senator Jarvis, of 
North Carolina, and is as follows: 


Believing that a large majority of the 
democratic voters of the United States 
are in harmony with the sentiments 
expressed in the foregoing address, and 
knowing that a full and free expression 
of their views can only be ascertained 
and made effective through 
proper 
organized efforts, we recommend the 
following as a plan for such organiza- 
tion : 


First. There shall be 
a national 
committee of democrats who- are in 
favor of both silver and gold as the 
money of the constitution, which shall 
be couipoeied of one democrat from 
each Btate and territory hnû the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the executive 
committee herein after provided for. 


Second. That until otherwise or- 
dered bj the national committee Sena- 
tors Itiham G. Harris, of TennesEce; 
James K. Jonts, of Arkansas, 
and 
David Turpie, o-- Indiana, and Hons. 
W. J. Stene, of Missouri; W. H 
Hin- 
richsen, of Illinois, and Cassey Young, 
of Tennessee, be, and they are hereby 
constituted the executive committee 
shall have full power, authority, and it 
shall be their duty, at as early a day as 
possible, to appoint the members of the 


democratic party, and when the na- 
tional convention committee herein 
provided for is not in session, the exec- 
utive committee shall have all the au- 
thority and di.scharge of all the duties 
hereby conferred upon the national 
committee. 


Fourth. 
It shall be the duty of the 
members of the national committee 
from each state immediately after his 
appointment to take such steps as he 
may deem best to organize the bime- 
tallic forces of his state, and it is ear- 
nestly 
recommended 
that in each 
county and election precinct of oach 
stato, bimetallic democratic clubs be 
organized, and for this purpose he may 
appoint such committees and sub com- 
mittees and canvassers as he may deem 
best. 


Fifth. That fully realizing the fact 
that this nor any other plan of organi- 
naizing can be successful without a 
hearty co operation of the voters them- 
selves, we urge upon every voter in 
every state in the union who is in 
sympathy with this movement and he 
wishes to restore permanent prosperity 
to his home and country, to lend his 
aid and influence to perfecting this 
organization, and that each of them 
shall enroll himself in some club. 


The report of the committee was 
adopted without opposition, and after 
listening to a few brief speeches the 
conference adjourned sine die. Senator 
Daniel made the last speech of the 
meeting. 
He said: "I will only say 
that I am a democrat, tgid being a dem- 
ocrat, I could not help being for the 
solid, honest and ancient gold and sil- 
ver money of the democratic party. 
The party of the people must stand for 
the money of the people, and whom 
God hath joined together Plutocracy 
shall not put asunder."

SMASHED THE RECORD. 


Louis Gimm Goes 453 Miles in 
One Day. 


Travels tlie liast Ten Miles at a 3:30 
Clip and Corner Oot of tbe Race 
Feeltng: First-Rate. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 
15.—Louis 
Gimm, the crack long distance bicycle 
rider of this city, who started at noon 
yesterday at the Cleveland Driving 
park to beat 
the 
twenty-four-hour 
record, ended his task at 12 o'clock to- 
day and smashed the American record. 
Gimm made 453 miles and 1,700 yards 
and rode tho last ten miles in better 
than a 2:30 clip, running away from 
his pacemakers. 
Although he has 
taken very little rest, he seemed as 
fresh when he had finished as when he 
started. The American long distance 
championship was previously held by 
W. B. Twyman, of Chicago, with a 
record of 407 miles and 84 yards.

LONDON, Aug 15 —After the house of 
commons reassembled today, the mem-! 
bers were summoned to the house of 
lords with the usual formaliiies and the 
queen's speech was read by the lord 
chancellor. Baron Salsbury. 
11 was as 
follows: 
My Lord and (ientlenicn: 


The communications which I receive 
from foreign powers assure me of the 
continuance of their good will. I am 
happy to aay that no international com- 
plication has arisin in any quarters cal- 
culated to endanger the peace of Eu- 
rope. The war between China and 
Japan, which was in progress at the 
opening of the last session, has been 
brought to a conclusion by a peace 
which I trust will endure. 
I observed 
strict neutrality during the war and 
have taken no action in respect thereto 
except such as appeared to me likely 
to be favorable to a termination of 
hostilities. 
I deeply regret to say that 
the most atrocitious outrages upon a 
body of English missionaries are re- 
ported from the province of Fu Kien, 
in China. In reply to earnest repre- 
sentations addressed to the Chinese 
government by my direction, measures 
which I trust will prove effective, are 
being taken for the punishment of the 
murderers and all persons in any de- 
gree responsible for these crimes. 


"The international troubles which 
have broken out in the Armenian dis- 
trict of Asiatic Turkey have been at- 
tended with horrors which have moved 
to indignation the Christian nations of 
Europe generally and my people especi- 
ally. 
My ambassador and the am- 
bassadors of the emperor of Russia and 
the president of the French republic, 
acting together, have suggested to the 
government of the 
sultan 
reforms 
which, in their opinion, are necessary 
to prevent a recurrence of constant 
disorder. 
These proposals are now 
being considered by tie sultau and I 
am anxiously awaiting hiu decision." 


The speech concludes with a refer- 
ence to the incorporation of Beech- 
aunaland 
into 
Cape Colony. 
The 
speech to the commons merely says 
that the estimates for the service of 
the year which were not voted at the 
last session will be laid before them. 


The second portion of the speech 
says: 
"My Lords and Gentlemen—At 
this season of the year in will probably 
be found more convenient to defer to 
another seEsion the consideration of 
any important legislative measures ex- 
cept those which are necessary to pro- 
vide for the administrative charges of 
the year."

ALLEGED FORGER ARRESTED. 
He l.eads the Ollicers a Iiively Chase 
Before Capture. 


LEBANON, Ind, Aug, 15.—After a 
hunt of several days, James Sample, 
near Elizaville, has been captured and 
placed in jail to await trial for forgery. 
Last week he presented to Cashier 
Lane, of the First National bank, a 
note for $75, which he desired to sell. 
The man was unknown to the bank 
officials, but as the note was signed by 
Robert Stephenson, James Chalk and 
James King, prominent farmers of 
good, fiuancial standing, it was pur- 
chased, and the young man promptly 
left town. The bank officials made in- 
quiry, and soon learned that the note 
was a forgery. The police were noti- 
fied, and began searching for Sample. 
Later it was discovered that he had 
purchased a buggy of Butler it Jett, 
and given two notes of |40 and $45 
each, indorsed by James and Isaac 
Chalk, which were also forged. The 
officers followed Sample to Frankfort, 
and other surrounding towns, but he 
eluded them until Monday evening, 
when Policeman Caldwell captured him 
at his home, near Elizaville, but Sample 
escaped after being in custody but a 
few moments. 
He was afterward ar- 
rested at E.irklin, and he has made 
several attempts to escape since. When 
brought before Mayor Garrett he en- 
tered a plea of guilty, and was bound 
over to the circuit court. Sample has 
been in trouble before.

FIRE 


Refinery 


AT ^NDLAY. 


E.'cplodes 
and 
Tank 
Starts the Flames. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 15.—An explosion 
and resulting fire, entirely consumed 
the plant of the Peerless refinery. Find- 
lay, with $60,000 loss, half insured. 
A 
benzine tank first exploded, cause un- 
known, and in an instant the building 
was wrapped in seething flames. Two 
stillmen, Wm. Adams and Wm. Bemis, 
were probably fatally injured. Ten stills 
caught next and one after the other 
exploded, sending flaming oil over the 
surrounding 
buildings and ground. 
Next ten tanks of crude oil, containing 
12,000 gallons caught fire, sending up 
columes of flame 200 feet into the air. 
A mammoth tank of 30,000 barrels was 
fired into with a cannon, letting the 
oil run out, which caught fire. The oil 
is still burning and the smo&e obscures 
the heavens for miles.

WASHINGTON', Aug. 14 — P e n s i o a s h a v e 
been granted to lb« following Indiana 
people:

JUMPED FR(M A TRAIN. 


Wild and Uazardoos JLeap of an 
Unknown 3Ian.

Conductor Urbans brought 
the man's baggage to Fort Wayne 
and this morning Officer Dora Harden- 
dorf examined it at the Nickel Plate 
baggage room. It contained a valice 
and a blanket in which was rolled a 
lady's jacket. In the valice was some 
underclothing, eight rolls of bandages, 
some strips of linen, a bunch of abnorb* 
ing cotton, some salve and liniment.

The cause of "law and order" in 
China at present needs the active f-up- 
port of the United States. China hvs 
received some severe lesBons in the 
patit, but seems slow to learn. 
The 
course of instruction to be pursued 
must be sulliciently thorough to iniiireeB 
it upon the minds of the great Chinese 
nation, and people that an Americnn, 
maa, woman or child, missionary or 
other person, must be allowed absolute 
liberty to go anywhere in China iu per- 
fect peace and safety, now and forever. 
The lesson has been long needed and 
should be at once imparted. 
In speak- 
ing on this subject, the Indianapolis 
NewssEVB "There is not likely to be 
any necessity for war or a warlike dem- 
onstration in order to secure the safety 
of our people in China, but it m.iy be- 
come necessary to put considerable 
pressure upon the Chinese government, 
and even to make some show of force 
The fact that the missionaries are ob 
noxious to the natives, or that they are 
present in the empire of their own voli- 
tion, is not important. They are Amer- 
ican citizens, and so long as they be- 
have themselves their rights must be 
respected. This is not an unreasonable 
demand. 
There is no evidence that 
China regards it as such. The altitude 
of this government must depend wholly 
upon the question as to whether the 
Chinese government is able and willing 
to furnish that measure of protection 
which the citizens of a friendly nation 
residing within the limits of the empire 
have a right to expect. 
No effort 
should be spared to bring it to a rtali- 
tion of its duty in the premises."

This is larger than any pre- 
vious year. Indeed, in this respect the 
receipts of the ofiice show a marked 
and continued increase over what it 
was previous to five years ago, an aver- 
age annual increase of $15,OGO. In the 
way of money orders issued, however, 
the business has not been as large as 
the preceding year."

the business of the office for a year in 
a sort of a nutshell.'^' he concluded.

metallism would be more disastrous 
than war, pestilence and famine. It 
was important to settle first what was 
republicanism and what democracy; 
whether euch men as ez Senator Thur- 
man and Senator Harris, or Senator 
Sherman were to l>a leaders of demo- 
cratic thought. He declared that the 
silver agitation would not die out, but 
would continue until the end for which 
it had been originated should he at- 
tained. Mr. Cochrane also declared 
against the perpetuation of national 
banks, whose tyranny, he said, was the 
gieatest that any people would bear. 
The national banks were opposed to 
democracy. He was for a declaration 
for silver without regard to the prospect 
of success or failure at the polls. 


Representative Neill, of Arkansas, 


announced his entire sympathy with 
the objects of the present conference. 
He wanted to see the free coinage of 
silver provided for at the next session, 
"regardless of the position of the dis- 
tinguished citizen at the other end of 
the avenue," which sentiment 
was 


loudly applauded. 


He declared the democratic 


administration in severe terms, saying 
the president had betrayed the demo- 
cratic party by a series of acts of perfidy 
and treachery which were, without 
parallel, one of the principal of which 
acts consisted in his ignoring the bi- 
metallic declaration in the last demo- 
cratic platform. He declared there had 
been a bargain and sale by which the 
president of the United States bad been 
turned over to the Jews of Europe and 
the gamblers 01 Wall street, the result 
of which would be that their children 
and their grandchildren would become 
hewers of wood and drawers of water. 
The bond transaction had been enough 
to consign Grover Cleveland and John 
G. Carlisle to everlasting political obliv- 
ion and shame. They would ' go down 
to the ages hand in hand amid the exe- 
crations of mankind as two of the most 
stupendous ,rauds of the century." Hu 
asked the reporters present lo make 
espesial noto of the sentence. He de- 
nounced Senators Brice and Gorman as 
disloyal to the democratic party. 


Ex-Representative Turner, of New 


York, was introduced as a new con- 
vert. He said he was a tilver man and 
meant to remain so. He declared that 
an intelligent effort in New York 
would do wonders and predicted that 
the nomination of free silver candi- 
dates would not weaken the ticket in 
the east. 


Mr. Lockhart advocated a campaign 


of appeal to reason and depreciated a 
resort to abuse and denunciation. He 
controverted the idea that silver coin- 
age was a controlling tenent in the 
populist party. 


It was almost 12 o'clock when the 


committee on resolutions filed into the 
conference room and Senator Daniel 
was recognized to make the report of 
the committee's proceedings. This was 
divided into two sections, one consisted 
of an address to the democrats and the 
other a plan of organization. He said 
the address was the same as that 
adopted by the democrats of Texas, 
Missouri and Mississippi. The address 
was read by Governor Stone, of Mis- 
souri, and is as follows: 


The address issued disclaims speak-

national committee as provided for and 
to fill vacancies in the same. 


Third. That eaid national committee 


shall have full control and direction of
